In  case  of  emergencies  the  student  should  call  the  BYU 
jerator,  who  will  in  turn  notify  Security  and  an  ambulance 
ill  be  dispatched.

EACH  PUPIL  OF  the  Clinic  is 
then  assigned  a student  instruct- 
or who  works  to  find  the  problem 
which  had  been  diagnosed  by  the 
faculty  members  when  the  pupil 
was  admitted.  This  gives  the  stu- 
dents practical  experience  in 
locating  and  treating  various  pro- 
blems. 

Student  instructors  have  to  ac- 
quire a total  of  300  clinical  hours 
in  order  to  graduate.

MARINES  ARRIVE  IN  VIET  NAM 
DA  NANG,  VIET  NAM  — About  8,000  U.  S.  Marines 
beg^.n  landing  Wednesday  near  Da  Nang  Air  Base  from  Navy 
ships  in  the  South  China  Sea.  They  are  part  of  the  16  to  21 
thousand  men  being  added  by  the  U.  S.  to  brihg  American 
military  personnel  to  between  70  and  75  thousand,  20  thou- 
sand of  which  would  be  ground  combat  forces. 

A 2,500-man  allied  force  continued  systematic  scouring 
of  a section  of  the  Viet  Cong  controlled  D-Zone  Tuesday.  The 
task  force  met  little  opposition  as  it  blew  up  tunnels  and  the 
huts  of  abandoned  guerillas. 


RUSSIAN  VIET  MISSILES 

WASHINGTON — State  Department  Press  Officer  Rob- 
ert J.  McCloskey  said  Tuesday  that  two  firing  sites  for  Sov- 
iet-built anti-aircraft  missiles  are  virtually  completed  in  North 
Viet  Nam,  and  work  on  two  other  sites  is  in  an  “advanced 
state.”  Pentagon  advisers  have  urged  that  the  Air  Force  at- 
tack the  sites  before  or  as  soon  as  it  appears  they  are  ready 
for  use.  Reports  have  circulated  that  Russian  surface-to- 
air  (SAM)  missiles  have  arrived  in  North  Viet  Nam. 

Russian  SAM-2  missiles,  similar  to  those  used  against 
American  U2  planes,  can  hit  airplanes  flying  at  82,000  feet 
and  at  distances  28  miles  from  the  place  of  launching. 


PARAGUAY  SMASHES  REDS 
ASUNCION,  PARAGUAY  — The  government  of  Para- 
guay disclosed  Tuesday  that  it  had  crushed  a plot  by  Com- 
munists to  begin  a guerilla  war  and  “make  Paraguay  a sec- 
ond Cuba.”  Informed  sources  claimed  that  over  50  persons, 
Communist  infiltrators  from  Argentina,  Brazil  and  Chile,  had 
been  picked  up  in  the  last  few  days. 


CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENT 
WASHINGTON  — Senate  approval  was  given  Tuesday 
in  a 68-to-5  vote  for  a new  constitutional  amendment  on 
presidential  disability  and  succession.  It  now  must  go  to  the 
state  legislatures  for  approval  by  three-fourths  of  the  states. 
If  passed  by  the  states,  this  25th  Amendment  will  empower 
the  President  to  nominate  a candidate  to  fill  the  vice  presi- 
dency when  there  is  a vacancy,  the  nomination  to  be  con- 
finned  by  the  Congress.  Another  provision  provides  for  the 
vice  president  to  assume  the  duties  of  the  President  when 
the  President  is  disabled. 


U.  S.  RECOGNIZES  ALGERIA 
WASHINGTON  — State  Department  Press  Officer  Rob- 
ert J.  McCloskey  revealed  Tuesday  that  the  United  States  has 
formally  recognized  the  new  Algerian  government  headed  by 
Marxist  Col.  Houari  Boumedienne.  McCloskey  also  disclosed 
that  President  Johnson  and  Secretary  Rusk  had  sent  mes- 
sages of  congratulations  to  Boumedienne  on  the  occasion  of 
Algeria’s  third  independence  anniversary.

Now  the  truck  was  a crumpled, 
twisted  heap,  an  undiscernable 
maze  of  splintered  steel  and  bro- 
ken flesh.  Machine  gun  bullets 
from  a dozen  guard  posts  had  rid- 
dled the  canopy,  shattered  the 
windshield  and  exploded  the  en- 
gine. 

Of  the  five  persons  aboard,  one 
had  been  killed  in  the  explosion, 
three  others  were  mercilessly  cut 
down  by  machine  gun  fire  as  they 
scattered  from  the  truck,  and  the 
last,  a young  girl,  had  died  at 
the  wall. 

HER  BLOOD  drenched  arm 
stretched  over  the  short  concrete 
embankment,  her  hands  clutching 
the  iron  bars.  She  lay  dead  direct- 
ly beneath  the  iron  bars  of  a gate 
which  separated  the  two  zones. 

Within  minutes,  a military  de- 
tail arrived.  The  crew  brutally 
dumped  the  five  bleeding,  lifeless 
forms  into  a truck  which  retreat- 
ed hastily.  In  moments  the  wreck- 
age was  cleared  away.  The  big 
lights  resumed  the  endless, 
steady  rotation. 

What  is  freedom?  What  did  it 
mean. to  these  daring  people?  The 
young  girl  and  her  four  friends 
died  as  slaves.  Two-hundred  yards 
from  the  gate  where  she  died 
waves  the  stars  and  stripes. 

The  girl  had  known  that  189 
years  before  her  attempted  escape 
into  West  Berlin,  fifty-six  men 
had  scratched  their  names  upon 
an  oiled  parchment:  “.  . . govern- 
ments are  instituted  among  men, 
deriving  their  just  powers  from

the  consent  of  the  governed,  . . 
all  men  . . . endowed  by  thei 
creator  with  certain  unalienaw 
rights,  that  among  these  are  life 
liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  has 
piness.” 

She  knew  this,  but  she  als 
knew  that  governments  had  beg 
instituted  over  men,  government 
which  denied  their  citizens  an; 
exercise  of  the  unalienable  righj 
Through  their  death  these  fiv 
had  stood  before  the  world  ad 
pledged  their  lives,  their  fortune 
and  their  sacred  honor  to  secul 
for  themselves  and  their  postud 
ity,  as  did  the  forefathers  of  An 
erica,  that  thing  which  we  caj 
liberty. 

It  is  tragic  that  force  must 
press  these  unalienable  rights; 
is  tragic  also  that  the  girl’s  pul 
suit  of  life  and  liberty  had  I 
end  in  blood  at  freedom’s  gab 
I suggest  that  life  was  dear  1 
those  young  Germans  but  id 
dear  enough  to  justify  the  shae| 
less  of  oppression. 

I also  suggest  that  peace  wi  [ 
sweet  to  the  thousands  who  U I 
interred  at  Arlington  but  n< 
sweet  enough  to  cause  them  { 
submit  to  tyranny.  I believe  thf 
as  long  as  governments  tyral.
